TALLAHASSEE, Fla., December 19. 


—The Senate Investigating Committee 
concluded its examination of the State 
Board of Canvassers to day. 
Attorney 


General Gocke testified that in 1874 
the Board of Canvassers, OB his writ- 
ten opinion, received evidence relating 
to returns, and canvassed them IB the 
same manner as in this election, with 
concurrence of Democratic lawyers. 
He also testified that his opinion is un- 
changed, and that he acted with the 
Board this year ia t canvassing; that 
this duty is enjoined in a law which ii 
clearly constitutional. There ia not 
much difference ia the testimony of the 
three members of the Board aa to what 
took place. 
The Attorney General 


stated that he first voted to throw-out 
Precinct No. 3 at Key West, but after- 
ward, while the certificate»wa.s being 
made up, asked to change his vote. , No 
change was made ia the record 
The 


committee then examined a large num- 
ber of witnesses from Key West, and it 
was proved by the Democrats and lie* 
publicans, among others the officers of 
election, that in the midst of the can- 
vass of the vote, at midn ght, one 
Democratic Inspector took the ballot- 
bos; off to his house, another keep- 
ing the key, and the next morning they 
assembled at a sponge warehouse, in 
another precinct, and concluded the 
canvass; that morning votea 
were 


found in a box not discovered the eight 
before, and a new tally list was made 
out. It was clearly proved {that the 
precinct was surrounded during the 
day by an armed mob of Democrats, 
who abused and drove oil' Republican 
challengers , that fifty Republicans 
were kept from voting ; that ofiorts 
were made for several days to get up 
riots against Representatives, and that 
not over fifty per oent of the colored* 
people voted. 
Other precincts at 


Key West were larger than No. 
',}, 


aad yet they concluded their count be- 
fore midnight; ia was understood by 
such information as was given when 
the board at No. 3 adjourned at mid- 
night, that the coutny had gone repub- 
lican ; the claim that it was democratic 
was only made the next day; and the 
democrats had an opportunity by ad 
journment. to manipulate the returns 
from No. 3. The state law strictly 
prohibits any adjournment of the board 
after the canvass is commenced, until 
it is fully completed. Before the house 
committee an attempt was made to prove 
that there was a regular election in 
Manatee county. No polling places qr 
officers of election were appointed ; no 
registration of voters was made, and 
the only notices of an election given 
were in tho democratic stump speeches. 
In most of the precincts there was not 
a republican vote cast, that usually give 
a republican majority.

is in the hands of Mr. Foster Dewey. 
Most important among these lands is 
the Putnam county property, now very 
valuable to the city, as having the key 
to the water privileges from the Croton 
lakes.
